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A Righteous Cause. 


Most commendable is the effort'to be made by the General 


Federation of Women's Clubs to secure the strict enforcement 
of •the federal law protecting-spng and insectivorous birds. 
Such; a. law was passed some lime ago after,a considerable 
period of agitation to protect the -birds against their human 
enemies in the form of'the plumage, hunter, the trapper of 
song birds, the market hunter with his repeating shotgun, or 
the unthinking small boy with his slingshot,'and all that is 
needed now is the enforcement of the law. The passage of 
the law was due to slaughter that was going on at such a rate 
as'to'threaten the extinction of some varieties of wild birds, 
arid its enactment was hailed with satisfaction by right-minded 


•people everywhere. 


;But:in:this: country,law is one thing and its enforcement is 


quite another,'as the public is painfully aware, and so it must 
not.be taken for granted that the birds are safe because'of (he 
presehce'of this law on the statute 6ooks. To this fact atten- 
tion is called by the chairman of the conservation department 
of the General Federation of \Vomen's Clubs, Mrs. Jean Dick- 
inson Sherman of Chicago, who says the/battle to save the 
birds is. still on, that the. enforcement of every law depends 
largely upon public opinion, and Vwljo calls on every club 
woman in the country to work for the enforcement of this law. 


The Call should be heeded not only by the club women, but 


by every thinking man and woman, and the children should 
be taught that to molest or kill the birds that come under this 
protection is a grievous moral offense as well as a violation of 
the law of the land. 


The value of birds as destroyers of insect pests is well un- 


derstood. 
Their presence and thejr songs are grateful to -all 


lovers of the beautiful in nature and they should be protected 
to the fullest extent possible. In some of the southern states 
robins, bobolinks and oilier birds of that class have in the past 
been slaughtered by the wholesale and used for food purposes. 
This will now be stopped if (he law is enforced, and it should 
be rigidly enforced in all parts of the country. There are peo- 
ple in the North who need bracing up on (his subject, (hough 
there has never been any such general slaughter here as has 
prevailed in the South. 


The club women have raised their voice in a righteous cause 


and are to be heartily commended. The}' should have the co- 
operation of bird lovers from one end of the country to the 
other.. By united action the law can and will be enforced and 
the country will be the better for it.
